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DETAILED ACTION 

This application claims the benefit of the filing date of provisional applications 60/256,410; 
60/256,409; 60/327,907 and 60/293,261; and is a continuation-in-part of U.S. Application Serial Number 
09/465/321 and is a continuation-in-part of U.S. Application Serial Number 09/974,366. 

Claims 1-21 and 43-44 have been canceled. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, claims 22-42, and the species MHC class I in 
the Paper filed January 15, 2004 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 22-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply v^th the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter that was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), 
at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

In the amendment filed January 15, 2004, Apphcant amended claims 22, 25-28, 3 1-35 and 38-42. 
However, Applicant did not point out where in the specification the amendments to the claims find 
support. Accordingly, the amendments to the claims appear to constitute new matter and claims 22-42 are 
not supported by the specification or by the claims as originally filed. If Applicant disagrees, Applicant 
should specifically point out the support in the disclosure for the amendments made to the claims. See 
MPEP 714.02 and 2163.06. 

3. Claims 22-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 22-42 are drawn to the production of soluble HLA molecules. It is noted that an HLA 
molecule naturally exists as a transmembrane heterodimer between an alpha subunit polypeptide and a 
beta subunit polypeptide. The instant claims recite that the cytoplasmic and transmembrane domain 
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domains are not included in the product made by the claimed method. However, it is not readily apparent 
whether the product made by the claimed method is a single chain product comprising the extracellular 
domains of both the alpha and beta subunits, or if the subunits are separately produced and covalently or 
non-covalently associated with one another. 

Applicant is required to clarify the nature of the product produced.
